Total Destraction of Staten Island Quaran- 
tine Buildings 


N E W T Y O R K , September 
3 . 


The remaindjr of the quarantine buildings 
were destroyed by the ffiob last night, meeting 
with no opposition. 
There was no excitement- 
A guard of United States troops was present, to 
protect Government property. The conflagration 
commenced soon after tho adjournment of a 
meeting held by the citizens of Richmond County. 
Among the buildings burned wero six cottages 
occupied by the boatmen cmploj'ed on the station, 
a large mansion occupied 
by Dr Waller, tho 
health ofBcer, and a fine b r c k dwelling, tenanted 
by Dr Bissel 
The furniture had been removed 
from all the buildings, excepting the last named. 
Dr Bissel, tiiough warned of the intended burning, 
refused to remove an articlo, and made no a t - 
tempts to stop tbe flamea 
' 
Later.—Soon 
after midnight, the Female Hos- 
pital was set on fire and wholly consumed-. 
It 
contained seventy five patients^ who were previ- 
ously removed and placed on the grass 
plat 
between the Hospital and the re-sident physician's 
house, the latter being still on fire, where they 
remained through the night, covorcd with ihe 
showers of f-parka fiiom the burning buildings. 
The »Seventh Regiment of our city had 
been 
notified to hold them «elves in readiness for this 
etnergency,but up to the last advices bad not been 
called out. 
Three ot the sick persons removed 
from the Hospital have since died from the ex- 
posure.

the contrary,the amount of slave territory in 1790 
comprised nine tenths of the Union. T b r ^ quar- 
ters ac it is now free. There was then but one 
free State to twelve—slave 
There are now 
seventeen free States to fifteen slave Ststes. The 
difference is soon to be increased by the admission 
of Kaosas and Oregon, thus making nineteen to 
fifteen. 
The United States, it is true, have 
acquired Louisiana, Florida and Texas, but sla- 
very existed in them when they were annexed, 
and would have existed, had Ihey not been added 
to us.—It seems astonishing, when the Republi- 
cans have written so much about slavery exten- 
sion in too free territory, that there never has 
been an instance of it in our history.

Immense encroachments, however, 
have been made by free institutions upon 
sla- 
very. 


Snake Story.—A garter snake, some eighteen 
or twenty inches lon;^, was discovered occupying 
a position in the meeting hoiiFC at Stringtown, 3 
miles North of this, which excited the admiration 
and astonifiliment of those who beheld the sight.

described, did not take more than three or four 
days, or perhaps less time, the house having been 
open and used but a snort time before and the 
snake was not there then,—Miami County Sen-

As long as there is a demand for these kind of 
keepsake?, the cable, it is presumed, will last, 
and if it does not there is a manufactory ot the 
article, close at band wience the supply 'could be 
kept up.
